To them, the 
issue begotten by CALIBAN, and 
spawned by SyYcoRAXx, are fit asso- 
ciates of the descendants of the Cava- 
liers, the countrymen of CURRAN, the 
heirs of all the heroes of Christendom. 
They are willing to accept the negro, 
balf man, half beast, as their equal. 
Surely they must be the best judges of 
their own place and value inthe d»- 
scending scale between the “Gngels and 
the apes. 

The value of education, as fitting men 
for freedom, is entirely relative. The 
more yo edcat some men and some 
races, th® Jess you fit them to be free. 
To some races, education is like pourine 
water on the arid sands. A negro edu 
cated is a negro still. You cannot edu- 
cate its nature or its vices out of a 
race,—especially by what New Eag- 
land calls education ;—‘reading, wri- 
ting, and cipbering to the Kule 
of Three.’ That will no more fit a 
negro to vote, than to be the director of 
an orchestra. The free Swiss who de 
feated CHARLES THE BoLp, were unedu- 
cated. The education of the mass of the 
people must everywhere be limited to 
the rudiments of knowledge. What do 
these teach them as to well regulated free- 
dom”? It is the educated classes that are 
readiest to accept imperial rule, as the 
alternative of anarchy, and the only 
means of making property secure and 
the administration of justice in the 
Courts certain. It is not worth while to 
talk of the education or enlighleument 
of any people that insists on electing its 
judges by popular vote. New England 
boasts of being the best educated por- 
tion of the country; and itis true that, 
if reading, writing and arithmetic_are 
education, its people are, in general, bet- 
ter educated than those of the back 
woods. But these will be free, long after 
there are Kingsin New England. Men 
do not submit to power merely because 
they do not know how to read, write and 
cipher. How does the ‘schooling’’ that 
a Northern apprentice gets, fit him to be 
free? The educated, in a republic, are 
always the first to recommend the 
acceptance of despotism to the people, 
on some such plausible pretext as neces- 
sity, or the imperious demands of the 
public welfare. 

The substance of government is often 
very different from the forms that cover 
it. England is a Republic, under the 
thin mask of monareby. The (jueen is 
nothing; and the ministry hold their 
places at the pleasure of the House of 
Commons. ANDREW JACKSON was dic- 
tator, and domineeretl over Congress, be- 
cause the populace was at his back. 
ANDREW JOHNSON has subsided into 
feeble insignificance, beca\se the popu- 
lace is at the back of Cougress. In a 
little while, no one will beso poor as to 
do him reverence. The two houses of 
Congress are as completely absolute, to 
day, as the French National Convention 
was, of the Parliament that beheaded 
CHARLES, to make room for CROMWELL 
as Protector; and the President ‘eats 
the leek, though eke he swears.’ 

Instinets of race have much more todo 
with fitness for freedom, than education 
bas. Thereare no despotiems among the 
North American Indians. Republican- 
ism was natural to the Creeks, Cherokees 
and Choctaws. Negro republics must be 
raised in hot-beds. The instinct of the 
negro is, to find some one to obey. Who 
would beso insane as to dream of con- 
ferring the right of suffrage en the Hin- 
doos, Turks, Persians, Chinese, Egyp- 
tians, or any other people of Africa or 
Asia? And yet any of these are better 
fitted to exercise this highest prerogative 
of a citizen of a Republic, than the negro, 
who, indeed, is the least fitted for it 
among all the races of the world, and 
whom no amount of education can make 
fit. to be entrusted with the elective 
franchise. ~

The most disgusting specimen of cant 
that we have ever read, is the address 
of Mr. SCHUYLER CoLrax, of Indiana, 
vpon assuming the Speakership of the 
House of Representatives of nineteen 
States, now in session. Lauding the 
39th Congress usque ad nauscam, he 
declares the Civil Rights bill a more no- 
ble achievement than Magna Charta, 
and boasts of the reverence for liberty 
of the body that had just reduced ten 
States to the condition of Provinces, and

and all the due enjoyment of their rights, 
equality of burthens, upright courts and 
unbribed justice; and that bastard free- 
dom, of anarchical license, which takes 
away or jeopardizes all these. It will be 
a new birth of the nation, only to be at- 
tained to by baptism in fire and blood. 

Mr. ConraXx, like all the leaders of the 
Anarchists, imagines that History can 
be bullied or suborned, so that it will 
transmit to future ages only that which 
they dictate. He boasts of the magna- 
nimity and forbearance of the United 
States, toward.the people conquered by 
their arms.
